PARKING & VALIDATION

Parking is available at the City Hall parking garage and is free with validation.

A stamp machine will be available to manually stamp the parking ticket.
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A second option will be to use a new touch-free parking process which allows drivers to enter
the garage and park using their smartphones. This technology is phone number based, allowing
drivers to call phone numbers that will be posted in the lanes to enter or exit. No app download
is required. This video shows how the technology works. Note the video does not demonstrate
the available coupon /code option, see attached document. Attached is a reference document
that shows how a person can validate their parking using a QR code which will be displayed in
chambers.
